On the dow nfall of C ardi­ 
nal Wolsey, 1529, York House w as de­ 
livered and confirmed by charter to the 
king, who changed its nam e to W hite­ 
hall. 
There were already several W hite­ 
h a ll in the country, and the choice of 
the nam e in this Instance 
may have 
been due to new buildings of w hite 
stone, added by H enry V III., w hich 
contrasted w ith the red brick In gen­ 
eral use. A nother conjecture is tha t the 
king wished to em phasize the depth of 
the cardinal’s fall by erasing the very 
nam e of the palace so clearly associated 
w ith his elevation to power and posi­ 
tion 
This appears to have been Shake­ 
speare’s view, for in H enry V III. we 
read: 
Sir. y ou must no more call It York Place; 
that's past. 
For, since the cardinal fell, that title’s 
lost.

ft. S tr u c tu r e T h a t In O n e o f t h e W o n ­ 
d e r * o f J a p a n . 
One of the wonders of Miyajima is 
an enormous structure called Thousand 
Mat hall, a narqp which menus that 
1,000 of the regulation 3 by 0 foot rice 
straw* mats are required to cover its 
floor. 
All rooms in Japan are meas­ 
ured in this way instead of by feet, 
so in talk ing about houses one al- 
ways says a “six mat room” or “three 
and a half mat room” until one begins 
to think in divisions of eighteen square 
feet. Thousand Mat hall was erected 
in the six teenth century out of the 
wood of a single camphor tree, say the 
Japanese records, that are always so 
full of such perfectly wonderful de­ 
tails. 
If this be so, camphor trees 
must have grown very large in Japan 
in the' six teenth century, since the 
building rests upon a hundred or more 
piles, each a giant tree trunk in itself, 
| beside which the roof is upheld by at 
1 least fifty pillars that w*ere fifty forest 
j monarch» once upon .a time.

! there is a floor in the structure made 
! of 18,000 square feet of cedar plank s a 


J foot and a half wide and five Inches 
thick , so one. must needs believe that 
* its builder outmiracled the miracle of 
| the loaves and the fishes if Japan's so­ 
ber records are to count for anything. 
The walls of this ancient hall have 
doubtless echoed the sounds of many a 
priestly orgy, since it adjoins the tem­ 
ple and is guarded by a richly wrought 
seven story pagoda, enshrining Amida 
Butsu, but the most glorious thing in 
Its history seems to be the fact that ! 
Hldeyoshi, “the Napoleon of Japan,” 
used it for a council chamber during 
his remark able invasion of Korea. Now 
it is merely a “show place,” standing 
empty and open and gaunt, overlook ­ 
ing the sea—a roost for sacred pigeons 
and chattering sparrows.

It is only to be ex pected that milk , 
owing to its origin, should vary consid­ 
erably in its composition. 
Much de­ 
pends on the health and surroundings 
of the animal yielding it. 
: 
It is interesting to k now that morn­ 
ing milk as it comes from the cow is 
by no means as nourishing as the even­ 
ing supply. There Is more water in the 
former. The daily quart of milk , even 
in its purest state, contains an average 
of 87.0 per cent of w ater. 
| 
The choicest fish contains the largest 
percentage of water. Thus turbot and 
sole are credited with 78 per cent, 
salmon 75 per cent, while the common­ 
er inhabitants of tbe deep blue sea are 
content with from 40 to 60 per cent, as 
in the case of the homely herring. 
“As cool as a cucumber” is a house­ 
hold term. The coolness is easily ex ­ 
plained. Cucumbers are almost entire­ 
ly composed of water— that is, 95 per 
cent, or over 7.4 per cent more than is 
contained in milk , which is itself a liq­ 
uid. 
Lettuce must not he forgotten. 
Here is a further instance of how little 
substance may be in an apparent solid, 
for the cabbage lettuce holds 92 per 
cent of water. 
It will be seeu that most of the good 
things of life are largely composed of 
water, but it is better for us that this 
is so. Nature k nows more about our <11- 
gestiVe powers than we k now our­ 
selves. and she has designed her prod­ 
ucts—fish, flesh, fowl and fruit—with 
so cunning a hand that the water con­ 
tained in each is essential. 
Food containing very little water in 
Its composition is not, as a rule, good to 
eat until a suitable process of cook ing 
has rendered it safe by adding a fur- j 
ther supply of water to it and boiling, * 
as is well k nown, is the process that : 
renders our food most wholesome and j 
easy of digestion.
